“VASHINCTON, Nov. 8.—The tax 


revision bill-now faces its third re-

Senate conferees. 

The measure finally was passed 
early today by the Senate, 38 to 24, 
c ae end of a continuous session 
lasting nearly 16 hours. It will be 
returned to the House today, and 
Republican leaders there ylan to 
send it to c rence Thursday. It 
may reach the President for his ap- 
proval late in the month. 

Senate conferees on the bill have 
been named as follows: 

Penrose, McCumber, .and Smoot, 
Republicans; Sim=~ons and Wil- 
liams, Democrats. 

At a rough estimate Treasury ex- 
perts say the bill in its present form 


‘would net approximately $3,250,000,- 


000 or $200,000,000 less than the 
present law, and about the amount 
of revenue which Treasury officials 
have said ‘~~ Government must 


have. 

Eventualiy the bill, the experts 
assert, would reduce the nation’s tax 
toll by about $750,100,000 a year. 
While they undoubtedly will make 
many changes in the measure, the 
conJerees are not e:-.pected to alter 
materially the total of revenue. 

As the bill now stards there are 
just three major provisions o- which 
the House and Senate <gree. They 
are repeal of ihe excess profits tax 
and the transportation taxes on next 
Jan. 1, and the retention of the pres- 
ent tax on corporation capital stock. 

Outstanding Provisions. 

Other outstanding provisions of 
the bill are: A reduction in the min- 
imum su: *ax rate fro-- 65 per cent 
on all over $1,‘ 0,000 to 50 per cent 
on r™ over $209,000, as against the 
House reduction to 32 per cent on 
all over $69,000. 

Retention of the House provision 
granting increased exemptions of 


$500 to heads of families having net | 


incomes of $5000 or less and $200 on 
account of dependents. 

Repeal of the $2000 normal ex- 
emption to corporations except in 
the case of those having net in- 
comes of $25,000 or less. 

An increase in the estate tax max- 
imum rate from 25 per cent on all 
over $10,000,000 to 60 per cent on all 


| over $100,000,000. Increased taxes on 


medicinal beer, wine and whisky. 

A provision taxing gifts of proper- 
ty by any person at rates ranging 
from 1 per cent on the amount be-

The big fight between the Senate 
and House is expected to develop 
over the income surtax rate with the 
general belief at both ends of the 
capitol that the conferees will 
reach a compromise at a figure 
around 40 per cent. House Repub- 
lican leaders believe they can scotch 
the movement among some Repub- 
licans from Western States to have 
the House instruct its managers to 
accept the Senate maximum rate.

MATTOON, IIL, Nov. 8.—Thomas 
Baker, railway mail clerk, today told, 
at his home here, his story of the 
holdup of the Illinois 
Central’s New Orleans Limited train 
near Paxton, midway between this 
city and Chicago, last night. 

The robbers wounded three men 
and used dynamite and nitroglycerin 
in forcing the opening of the mail 
car door, which those on duty inside 
had closed. To compel the clerks to 
come out, they threw burning waste 
into the car, setting fire to its con- 
tents. Passengers, firing on the rob- 
bers, added to the danger of the 
crew. The robbers are believed not 
to- have obtained any mail matter of 
great value, as a pouch containing a 
large sum of. money, which they 
took from the car, was dropped in 
their flight, and was recovered by 
the train crew. The loss of mail mat- 
ter by fire was considerable. 

Postal authorities at Chicago esti- 
mate the robbers got only $400 or 
thereabouts in ordinary registered 
letters. They left behind a sack 
thought to contain $100,000 in regis- 
tered matter. 

Tells of His Expericnce. 

Clerk Baker, telling of his experii 
ences in the mail car, said: 

“We were sorting the mall wesa 
we noticed that the emergéfics 
brakes had been applied and fhat 
was the first we knew that anythifie 
was wrong. The train came to a 
cuick stop and then there was a 
knock on the door of the mail car 
and somebody outside said: ‘This is 
the engineer. Open up. I want to 
get a monkey wrench.’ 

“We knew the engineer would not 
be coming back to the mail car for 
a wrench, and we decided not to 
open the door. About this time the 
lights in the car were switched off 
and we were in darkness with the 
doors locked. .Then we heard curs- 
ing and swearing outside, with de- 
mands that we open the door. 

“Shooting started and several bul- 
lets came through the glass panes in 
the door. We crouched down and let 
them shoot, knowing that the dark- 
ness would be a protection even if 
they broke the door. 

“Then we heard an explosion un- 
der the south end of the car and a 
little later under the north end. 
After a few minutes there was an ex- 
plosion under the center of the car. 
These explosions loosened. the door 
so they could push it in. 

Fire Forced Clerks to Get Out. 

“They then forced the engineer to 
climb into our car and ask us to 
come out. We still wouldn't come 
and they made the engineer throw 
burning waste on the mail to start a 
fire. We held out until the fire 
forced us to leave the car. 

“As I got out one of the robbers 
hit me on the head with a revolver. 
Before this I had seen five men be- 
sides the engineer. I think the rob- 
bers took only two sacks of mail. I 
was dazed after being hit, but it 
seemed to me some of the robbers 
ran east and some ran west after the 
robbery."’ 


ENGINEER RELATES 
EXPERIENCES AT 
HANDS OF ROBBERS 


Says First Intimation of Holdup 
Was Presence of Masked 
Man on Tender.

CHAMPAIGN. IIL, Nov. 8.—J. E. | 
Fogarty, engineer of the [Illinois 
Central Limited, and the only 
member of the train crew who. es- 
caped uninjured in last night's rob- 
bery, told how the bullets flew past 
him, how he saw two of his com- 
panions shot, and other experiences, 
here this morning. 

“The first intimation I had of the 
robbery came shortly after I had left 
Paxton,” he said. “I was reaching 
down to pick up a glove when I

heard a grunt. I turned around. A 
masked man clambéered down from 


the tender beside me and thrust a 
revolver against mv ribs. Another 
had the fireman covered. 

“Stick ‘em up!’ he shouted. 

“Before I could reply he had me 
slow down and run on down to the 
bridge across the Vermillion River. 

“How many coaches are there?” 
he asked. 

“I told him there were four and 
he made me cut them loose. He 
had a bunch of men waiting at the 
river and had me flash the head- 
light twice to let them know a}l 
was well with him. The bandit al- 
lowed me to send a man back to flag 
other trains, then he forced me to 
climb down andi go back to the mail 
car. 

“In front of the mail car the ban- 
dits ordered us to halt. “They were 
armed. One bandit. his revolver 
still sticking in my ribs, pushed a 
flashlight into my hands. 

““Show them who you are,’ he 
commanded. 

“I pushed the button of the light. 
‘Don’t shoot, I’m the engineer,’ I 
cried. 

“The mail clerks slammed the 
door shut. The bandits waited a 
short time, then they placed a stick 
of dynamite under the mail car. It 
wasn’t strong enough to wreck the 
car, but another opened the door. 

“A moment later one of the mail 
clerks was lying to one side with a 
gash in his head and the other was 
standing with his arms high in the 
air alongside the car. Two of the 
men blew the safe. The fireman and 
I were forced to lie flat on the bot- 
tom of the car while the bandits 
worked. 

“By this time the passengers were 
firing in our direction. From the 
cars in front armed guards poured 
a stream of bullets toward the mail 
car. Flames from gasoline or waste, 
ignited by the explosions, began to 
light up the interior of the car. They 
made us throw out the pouches. * 

“Somethjng had to be done. I 
looked at Banks, the fireman. Hes 
signaled to jump and we both ran 
for the engine. He was shot as we 
ran, but I was untouched. I crawlei 
beneath the pilot of the engine. 
Banks and another man, I don't 
know who it was, was with me. 

“Under there we were partly pro- 
tected from the bandits, but the 
stray bullets fired by passengers 
partly endangered us. As the light 
from the burning fire mounted, the 
bandits, either evidently frightened 
or satisfied with what they had 
found, slowly backed to_the end of 


the bridge and leaped into the dark-., 


ness. Then I heard an automobile 
start and they were gone.”

Fragments of a bottle, believed to 
have contained nitroglycerin, have 
been taken in charge by the Govern- 
ment investigators, to record finger 
prints. 

Two of the robbers boarded the 
train apparently at Kankakee. It 
did not stop at Paxton, but as the 
train was passing through Paxton, 
the robbers crawled over the tender 
and covered the engineer and fire- 
man with their revolvers. 

They ordered the train to proceed 
to a small bridge over a stream two 
miles farther south, where the train 
was stopped.

The trial of Henri Desire Landru, the 
“Bluebeard of Gambais,” which was 
begun here yesterday with the selec- 
tion. of the jury and various formali- 
ties, was resumed this afternoon with 
Landru himself on the witness stand. 
The direct examination of the prison- 
er was conducted by the court, which 
began questioning him regarding his 
connection with the disappearance of 
his 11 alleged victims—10 women to 
whom he is said to have promised 
marriage and the son of one of the 
women.

VERSAILLES, Nov. 8.—A death- 
like Don Juan, waxen and trembling 
but composed, listened in the little 
Versailles courtroom yesterday while 
for three hours the most appalling 
indictment was read with passionate 
intensity over his head. 

Thus Henri Landru, the popular 
comic figure of Paris, alleged mur- 
derer of 10 women and a youth and 
lover of 283 Parisian girls and wom- 
en, according to minute annotations 
in his amorous diary, heard the 
charges against him that many of 
these women were in court, some 
crying, others laughing hysterically. 
All were tensely excited, as, during 
the recital of the crimes at the pris- 
'oner’s lonley Gambais villa, they 
learned what narrow escapes they 
may have ad. 

The oven in which Landru is sup- 
posed to have disposed of the re- 
mains of his victims after strangling 
them, they thought, might have re- 
ceived them. The man, himself, did 
not once look in their direction, di- 
viding his gaze between the Judge, 
a bundle of documents and his coun- 
sel. 


Watches Effect of Charges. 

As the intimate details of murder 
after murder were read out, his gaze 
shifted to the jury to see how they 
took the charges that he sold even 
the most trifling of his victims’ pos- 
sessions, such as the umbrella of one 
flancee, which brought him 30 cents; 
the gold tooth of another for $1 and 
the false hair of a third for $3. 

It is charged that the murders cori- 
tinued from 1914 until about the 
time of the peace conference. Had 
the war continued the crimes might 
have gone on, too, as it is alleged the 
prisoner benefited to a considerable 
extent by the general confusion of 
war time. 

With his brown beard, bald head, 
\sharp features, bushy curving eye- 
brows, sunken brilliant brown eyes 
and ashen pallor he suggested an As- 
syrian priest rather than the auto- 
mobile agent that he is. On entering 
the-court he made a brave show of 
smiling at his lawyer, but it waa 
plainly seen that he was shaking and 
compelled to clutch the rail—e far 
cry from the gay, witty Lothario that 
the press has pictured. 

Almost all of the 120 witnesses 
were women, mostly plain and be- 
longing to the small shopkeeping 
class. They were attired in special 
black costumes for the occasion. The 
public gallery, however, was over- 
flowing with fashionable Parisiennes 
come to see the prodigious lover. 

Cameras in Constant Use. 

During the day the clicking of the 
cameras from all corners continued.

The number of men in the 
building trades affiliated with the 
Building Trades Council of St. Louis 
is approximately 10,000. Thus if all 
the tradesmen shared equally in the 
wages involved in these projects each 
would receive about $1480.

Other Labor Affected. 

The effect upon the employment 
of labor would be even greater than 
these figures indicate, for, according 
to Walter L. Rathmann, president of 
the St. Louis Chapter of the Insti- 
tute of Architects, the labor required 
in the production of building ma- 
terial is such that of the total cost 
of a finished structure about 89 per 
cent is represented by labor, includ- 
ing that used in construction and in 
the production of the materials. 

The aggregate of work for which 
plans are drawn includes:

Union Leader’s Statement. 

After having canvassed the situa- 
tion and having in mind the facts

ing Trades Council, and asked him if 
he cared to make a statement touch- 
ing upon these matters. He said: 

“There are only two questions 
to answer. The first is, will the 
men in the building trades accept 
a reasonable reduction in wages, 
and the second is, what would be 
a reasonable reduction? 

“As to the first, I would say 
that the men would be willing to 
accept a reasonable reduction, pro- 
vided this would assure that 
building would go forward.”’ 

He did not undertake to answer 
the second question which he had 
asked, but he agreed to the sugges- 
tion that the matter of a reasonable 
reduction probably could be deter- 
mined by discussion and by conces- 
sions on the part of both employers 
and workmen. 

He was informed that a number 
of employers of building labor had 
suggested a reduction to 90 cents or 
$1 an hour from the $1.25 scale and 
proportional reductions on .-other 
scales. 2 

He said it was his opinion a re- 
duction of that extent could not be 
reached all at once; that it might 
come in time. 

He added that, in his opinion, the 
present stagnation in building in St. 
Louis was a result of the fact that 
the proposed blanket agreement be- 
tween the Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion and the Building Trades’ Coun- 
cil, worked out by a joint commit- 
tee and submitted to the two bodies 
last spring, was not ratified. 

This agreement would have pro- 
vided that all contracts with the va- 
rious unions ghould expire annually 
at the same time; that there should 
be no strikes or lockouts; that con- 
troversies between employers and 
unions which could not be settled by 
agreement should be submitted to 
arbitration; that change in wages or 
working conditions should not be 
made until after four months’ notice. 
The history of the negotiation of this 
agreement and its subsequent rejec- 
tion was fully told in the Post-Dis- 
patch at the time. It is only neces- 
sary here to relate that 
Lammert places the responsi- 
bility for the rejection upon the 
Master Builders’ Association because 
it sought to insert a clause that 
would have suspended the provision 
for four months’ notice of the open- 
ing of any wage question.

He stated that 
building could be done now more 
cheaply than any time in three years 
and that the reduction in cost from 
a year ago is about 30 per cent This 
reduction he attributed altogether 
to the greater efficiency of labor and 
to declines in price of materials. But 
he finds the public still objecting to 
high cost. 

Bricklayers, he said, now place an 
average of about 1800 bricks & day 
as against only 600 or 700 when 
building activity was at its height. 
He believed this was due to the fact 
that under present conditions only 
the most competent tradesmen were 
retained at work and that there was 
keen competition for their jobs. 

Others corroborated Rathmann’s 
statements as to lower building cost 
and increased efficiency of labor. E. 
J. Russell of Mauran, Russell & 
Crowell, architects, estimated the 
decrease in building cost gt 25 to 30 
per cent under eight or “10 months 
ago and the increase in the efficiency 
of labor at 30 per cent.

Difficulty of Financing Work. . 

Nearly all contractors agreed that 
it has been difficult—some said im- 
possible—to borrow money to finance 
building. Bankers who were inter- 
viewed admitted the exittence of this 
situation and gave an explanation of 
it. 

They pointed out primarily that 
banks do not invest funds in build- 
ing loans for their own account, but 
in order to dispose of the securities 
to customers who are looking for 
safe investments. The banks then 
receive a commission for handling 
the transaction. For a considerable 
period, the bankers said, the invest- 
ors who ordinarily purchase real es- 
tate securities have been greatly re- 
duced in number. This has been 
due to the unusual attractiveness of 
municipal bonds, high-grade corpo- 
ration bonds and _ stocks, Liberty 
Bonds and foreign Government 
bonds, as investments. 

Municipal bonds, free from all 
taxation, have been selling in 
abundance at prices to yield 6 per 
cent on the investment. At one time 
a few months agc some United States 
Liberty Bonds were selling on a ba- 
sis to yield nearly 6 per cent. Some 
high-grade corporation bonds paid 
as high as 7% and 8 per cent, and 
foreign Government bonds were on 
the market to yield 8 per cent and 
more in some cases. 

This competition, the bankers said, 
attracted the greater part of the 
funds that otherwise would have 
gone into real estate mortgages. 
During this time the investor has 
been getting 6 per cent on real es- 
tate mortgages and the investment 
is subject to city, State and income 
taxes.

Governor Changes Attitude. 

The Governor, at the caucus, held 
in the House chamber, called atten- 
tion tO matters he had been asked 
to include in his recommendations 
to the Legislature. It was evident 
from his remarks that, notwith- 
standing his statement yesterday 
that he did not intend to suggest any 
additional legislation, there were 
several matters he wanted to lay 
before the Legislature, but did not 
want to recommend unless the 
legislators were agreeable. 

Speaker O'Fallon made a plea for

Senator Blodgett offered a motion 
to the effect that a committee of five 
members from each ,.House be ap- 
pointed by the presiding officers to 
prepare a redistricting bill, and that 
all those in the caucus agree to be 
present and to vote for the bill sub- 
mitted by this committee.

Error in Road Bill. 

O'Fallon urged the submission of 
a bill to correct the error in the ti- 
tle of the $60,000,000 road bill which 
was pointed out exclusively in the 
Post-Dispatch Sunday. While it was 
admitted in the caucus that the er- 
ror was dangerous and could cause 
consolidation, it was stated by the 
Governor and O’Fallon that they did 
not believe anybody would attempt 
to take advantage of the error. 

Several members said that, if an 
attempt was made to correct the ti- 
tle, the entire road bill would get 
before the Legislature, and that, if 
the title was amended, the amended 
law would not become effettive until 
90 days after the adjournment of this 
Legislature, and there would result 
great delay in getting work under 
the new road law started. 

O'Fallon intimated in his remarks 
that there was a movement among 
House members to oppose the Gov- 
ernor'’s bill to advance to Jan. l, 
1920, or one year, the issuance of 
the first $10,000,000 of road bonds. 
It was decided to take the chance 
that the error in the road bill was 
not fatal to it. 

When first brought up in the cau- 
cus, the proposal for changes in the 
election laws to remove the require- 
ment that all judges accompany the 
ballots and returns to the Board of 
Electton Commissioners was voted 
down, but after Senator Anderson 
had explained the great confusion 
which existed about the city hall 
when approximately 5000 election 
officials and policemen arrived with 
returns at about the same time, the 
matter was reconsidered and ap- 
proved. 

The proposal for an amendment 
correcting the first section of the 
judicial districting bill was voted 
down. The law createa 34 judicial 
Gistricts, but the first section pro- 
vided for only 33. 

The suggestion for an additional 
appropriation for the Rolla School 
of Mines was voted down. The Gov- 
ernor explained that the Govern- 
ment had sent about 800 vocational 
students to the school, and that, as 
they were unexpected, no provision 
had been made in the general appro- 
priation bill for the additional teach- 
ers and equipment required. It was 
decided, however, to permit the 
school to submit a deficiency appro- 
priation to cover the necessary 
amount at the regular session in 
January, 1923. Money to meet the 
expenses will be borrowed by the 
Board of Curators. 

The additional rmatters which will 
be submitted by the Governor to 
the Legislature as a result of the 
caucus will, it is expected, lengthen 
the session of the Legislature a week 
or 10 days. 

Democrats Hold Caucus. 

A caucus was also held by Demo- 
cratic Senators last night at the 
Madison Hotel. Several Senators 
attempted to get caucus action 
which would prevent the confirma- 
tion of A. L. McCawley of Carthage, 
Democratic member of the State Tax 
Commission, who had incurred the 
enmity of Democratic leaders be- 
cause of assistance he gave Hyde at

Senator Holds Announcement Tends 
to Impeach Sincerity of Disarma- 
ment Conference.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7. — In 
commenting tonight on the published 
statements that three super subma- 
rines are to be built, that a deadly 
air torpedo has been tested over 
New York and that the mightiest 
howitzer in the world is to be tested 
after completion at the Watertown 
arsenal, Senator Borah said: 

“Such things are very discourag- 
ing and difficult to justify. Why this 
haste to complete the instruments 
of war, and why this ostentatious 
announcement of it at this particu- 
lar time? 

‘It has also the appearance of bad 
faith. It tends to impeach the sin- 
cerity of the disarmament confer- 
ence. 

“When the submarine was first 
utilized the President of the United 
States declared in effect that its use 
was contrary to civilized warfare, 
and the whole nation agreed with 
him. Now we are noisily, boasting- 
ly perfecting it, making it still more 
barbarous, and exploiting the fact 
upon the very eve of a disarmament 
sonference. It seems to me indefen- 
sible from any point of view.”

HARDING'S REQUEST FOR $50,000 
FOR EXTRA POLICE IS DENIED 


House Committee Recommends De- 
tail of Marines to Maintain Order 
During Conference.

ference. 

Members of the House Committee 
said it seemed better to assign ma- 
rines or soldiers for special police 
duty, regardless of the cost, than to 
bring in policemen and detectives 
from other cities.

G. E. Humphrey, manager of op- 
erations of the Federal barge line 
between St. Louis and New Orleans, 
yesterday sent his resignation to 
Gen. G. F. Downey, director of in- 
land and costwise waterways for the 
War Department, stating as his rea- 
son the announcement that Theodore 
Brent of New Orleans is to be con- 
tinued as Federal manager of the 
line. 

In a letter to Gen. Downey, Hum- 
phey asserts that the barge line, up 
to the present timé, must be consid- 
ered a failure, as it has not paid 
fully for depreciation of equipment 
and has paid nothing toward interest 
on money invested or for insurance 
and taxes. 

Former Colonel of Engineers. 

Humphrey, a West Point graduate, 
was Colonel of engineers at the close 
of the war, attached to the general 
staff in Washington as director of 
the overseas supply service. He was 
given a Distinguished Service Medal 
for his war service. He became man- 
ager of opertaions of the barge line 
His letter of resigna- 
tion follows: 

“I am informed that it has been 
decided to continue Mr. Theodore 
Brent as Federal manager of the 
barge line, and thereupon wired you 
tendering my resignation as operat-* 
ing manager of the Mississippi sec- 
tion. 

“As you know, I have remained in 
this position under adverse condi- 
tions for the past several months, 
only at the request of the Washington 
office, and with the understanding 
that the management of the barge 
line was to be changed. 

“The divergence of views and lack 
of accord beween myself and the 
Federal manager are well known to 
you, and are no different from that 
which has characterized his rela- 
tions with my predecessors. 

Complains of Being Hampered. 

“During my connection with the 
service the administration of its af- 
fairs has been characterized by lax 
organization, loose business and ac- 
counting methods and an amount of 
red tape far above that required by 
Government regulations. I have been 
continuously hampered in the per- 
formance of my duties by the fail- 
ure to delegate to me the necessary 
authority commensurate with my re- 
sponsibility and by undue interfer- 
ence with my subordinates by the 
Federal manager. Under these con- 
ditions it is impossible to secure 
proper results, and it is useless for 
me to continue if they remain un- 
changed. 

“From my experience and obser- 
vations during the time that I have 
held the position as operating man- 
ager, I am convinced that the trans- 
portation on the river can be con- 
ducted successfully with the pres- 
ent fleet, provided that traffic is 
secured im sufficient volume, that 
rates are obtained to secure such 
traffic, that adequate and economi- 
cal terminal facilities are provided, 
and that the operations are conduct- 
ed along sensible lines. As a mat- 
ter of. fact, however, at no time since 
the delivery of new equipment has 
traffic been secured to develop the 
capacity of the fleet, nor have the 
operations been conducted so_ that 
the capacity of the fleet could be 
utilized. The solution of the 
construction 
has been delayed by lgng discussion; 
no comprehensive plan has been 
adopted, the advice of well-recog- 
nized experts has been. ignored, and 
ill-considered projects have been 
adopted, which will constitute a se- 
rious handicap to the success of the 
project. 

“The barge line must, up to the 
present time, be considered a fail- 
ure, as it has failed to fully pay for 
the depreciation of the equipment 
and has paid nothing toward inter- 
est on the money invested, or for 
insurance and taxes which would be 
chargeable to a commercial venture. 
In my opinion, it will remain a fail- 
ure until the conditions now obtain- 
ing are corrected. 

A. W. Mackie, first manager of 
operations of the line, resigned after 
a year of service, stating that the 
interference of Brent, then traffic 
manager, with the operation of the 
boats, made it impossible for him 
to continue.

presidency, but also a frank discus- 
sion of the great problems that would 
confront the next administration. In 
this little talk he discussed Theodore 
Roosevelt in an intimate way. In 
referring to Mr. Roosevelt, he said 
that he had done a great service in 
rousing the country from its lethargy, 
and in that work he had rendered 
admirable and lasting service: but 
beyond that he had failed, for he 
had not, during his administrations, 
attacked two of the major prob- 
lems: the tariff and the currency, 
which he, Wilson, considered to be 
the heart and center of the whole 
movement for lasting and permanent 
reform in America. Discussing Mr. 
Roosevelt, he said: 

“He promised too often the mil- 
lennium. No public man has a right 
to go so far afield. You have no 
right to promise heaven unless you 
can bring us to it, for, in making 
promises, you create too much ex- 
pectation and your failure brings 
with it only disappointment and 
sometimes despair. As a candidate 
for the presidency I do not want to 
promise heaven unless I can bring 
you to it. I can only see a little dis- 
tance up the road. I cannot tell you 
what is around the corner. The suc- 
cessful leader ought not to keep too 
far in advance of the mass he is 
seeking to lead, for he will soon lose 
contact with them. No unusual ex- 
pectation ought to be created by 
him. When messages are brought 
to me by my friends of what is ex- 
pected of the next President, I am 
sometimes terrified at the task that 
would await me in case I should be 
elected. For instance, my daughter, 
what is engaged in social welfare 
work in Philadelphia, told me of a 
visit she paid an- humble home in 
that city, where the head of a large 
family told her that her husband 
was going to vote for me because it 
would mean cheaper bread. My God, 
gentlemen, just think of the respon- 
sibility an expectation of that kind 
creates. I can’t reduce the price of 
bread. I can only strive in the few 
years I shall have in office to re- 
move ths noxious growths that have 
been planted in our soil and try to 
clear the way for the new adjust- 
ment which is necessary. That ad- 
justment cannot be brought about 
suddenly. We cannot arbitrarily 
turn right about face and pull one 
policy up by the roots and cast it 
aside, while we plant another in 
virgin soil. A great industrial 
system has been built up in this 
country under the fosterage of the 
G’vernment, behind a wall of un- 
productive taxes. Changes must be 
brought about, first here, then there, 
and then there again. We must 
move from step to step ' ‘ith as much 
prudence as resolution. In. other 
words, we are called upon to per- 
form a delicate op-ration and in per- 
forming a delicate operation it is 
necessary for the surgeon who uses 
the knife to know where the foun- 
dation o” vitality is, so that in cut- 
ting out the excrescence he shall not 
interfere with te vital tissues. 

“And while we do so we must 
create by absolute fairness and open- 
mindedness the atmosphere of mu- 
tual concession. There are no old 
scores to be paid off; there are no 
resentments to be satisfied; there is 
no revolution to be attempted. Men 
of every interest must be drawn in- 
to conference as to what it behooves 
us to do, and what it is possible for 
us to do. No one should be excluded 
from the conference except those 
who will not come in upon terms of 
equality and the common interest. 
We deal with great and delicate mat- 
ters. We should deal with them 
with pure and_ elevated 
without fear, without

Wilson’s Policy. 


from the Taft regime pressed upon 
the new administration for imme- 
diate solution. One of the most se- 
rious was the situation in Mexico, 
growing out of the revolution against 
the Madero Government, which 
broke out in Mexico City on Feb. 9, 
1913. The murder of ex-President 
Madero and Vice President Saurez 
and the usurpation of presidential 
authority by Gen. Victoriano Huerta, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and the 
general industrial and social chaos 
of Mexico made is necessary for the 
new administration, only a month in 
power, quickly to act and to declare 
its policy with reference to the 
question then pending as to the rec- 
ognition of the provisional Gov-ern- 
ment, the head of which was Huorta. 
After becoming “President” of Mex- 
ico, the usurper had brazenly ad- 
dressed the following telegram to 
President Taft: “I have overthrown 
the Government, and, therefore, 
peace and order will reign,’’ and 
boldly asserted a claim to reeogni- 
tion by the Government of the 
United States. This was the status 
of affairs in Mexico when President 
Wilson was inaugurated. The duly 
elected President of Mexico, Fran- 
cisco Madero, had been overthrown 
by a band of conspirators headed by 
Huerta. Were the fruits of the hard- 
won fight of the Mexican masses 
against the arbitrary rule of the fav- 
ored few to be wasted? President 
Wilson answered this question in his 
formal statement of March 12, 1913, 
eight days after his inauguration. 
With _respect to Latin-American af- 
fairs, he said: 

One of the chief objetts of my 
Administration will be to culti- 
vate the friendship and deserve 
the confidence of our sister re- 
publics of Central and South 
America, and to promote in every 
proper and honorable way the in- 
terests which are common to the 
peoples of the two continents. I 
earnestly desire the most cordial 
understanding and co-operation 
between the peoples and leaders of 
America, and, therefore, deem it 
my duty to make this brief state- 
ment: 


“Co-operation is possible only 
when supported at every turn by 
the orderly processes of just gov- 
ernment based upon law, not upon 
arbitrary or irregular force, We 
hold, as I am sure all thoughtful 
leaders of Republican govern- 
ments everywhere hold, that just 
government rests always upon the 
consent of the governed, and that 
there can be no freedom without 
order based upon law and upon 
the public conscience and approv- 
al. We shall look to make these 
principles the basis of mutual in- 
tercourse, respect and helpfulness 
between our sister republics and 
ourselves. * * * We can have no 
sympathy with those who seek to 
seize the power of goverment to 
advance their own personal inter- 
ests or ambition.” 

Two considerations animated the 
President in the formulation of his 
Mexican policy and compelled his 
adherence in it throughout his ad- 
ministration, namely: 

The firm conviction that all na- 
tions, both the weak and the pow- 
erful, have the inviolate right to 
contro] their internal affairs. 

The belief, established from the 
history of the world, that Mexico 
will never become a peaceful and 
law abiding neighbor of the Uni- 
ted States until she has been per- 
mitted to achieve a permanent 
basis of settlement of her troubles 
without outside interference. 

Steadfastly, Woodrow Wilson re- 


which he represented, openly defied 
the authority of the United States 
and sneered at the much ridiculed 
policy of “watchful waiting’ pro- 
claimed by the new administration, 
and laughed to scorn the high ideal- 
ism which lay behind it. To him 
the declaration of the American 
President that “we can have no sym- 
pathy with those who seek to seize 
the power of government to advance 
their own personal interests or ambi- 
tion,’’ was a mere gesture, too puerile 
to be seriously considered. - 


Against the Jingoes. 

While Huerta in Mexico was biat- 
antly denouncing this . benevolent: 
policy of co-operation and helpful- 
ness, aid and comfort were rendered 
the usurper by the jingoistic criticism 
of the President's enemies in the 
United States Congress and through- 
out the country, many of whom. 
urged on by the oil interests, in their 
mad delirium, cried out for a blood 
and iron policy toward Mexico. Re- 
sisting the American interests in 
Mexico was a part of the President's 
task. Those who cried loudest for 
intervention were they who had land, 
mineral and industrial investments 
in Mexico. The “vigorous American 
policy” which they demanded was a 
policy for personal enrichment. It 
was with this phase of the matter in 
mind that the President said: “I have 
to pause and remind myself that I 
am President of the United States 
and not of a small group of Ameri- 
cans with vested interests in Mex- 
ico.”’ 

But the new President, having 
mapped out the course he was to 
follow, a course fraught with a great 
deal of danger to his administration, 
seeking to bring about the moral iso- 
lation of Huerta himself, calmly 
moved on, apparently unmindful of 
the jeers and ridicule of his critics 
in America and elsewhere. “I am 
willing,” he sdid, “no matter what 
my personal fortunes may be, to play 
for the verdict of mankind. Person- 
ally, it will be a matter of indiffer- 
ence to me what the verdict on Nov. 
7 is provided I feel any degree wf 
confidence that when a later jury sits 
I shall get their judgment in my 
favor. Not my favor personally— 
what difference does that make?— 
but my favor as an honest and con- 
scientious spokesman of a great na- 
tional convention.

In the collection of evidence submitted by the Post- 
Dispatch are the opinions of Governors of all the 
states; the hearty concurrence of presidents of all the 
universities and colleges of the land; the conference 
at Princeton of representatives of 40 colleges adopted 
a strong resolution asking our Government to press 
for a solution of issues and a substantial reduction of 
armaments for the relief of the peoples and the re- 
leasing of energies and money for the benefit of man- 
kind.

Its success is 
essential to the revival of prosperity, while its fail- 
ure would be the greatest conceivable calamity !{n 
world affairs. * * * The nations are reduced al- 
most to chaos and even this country, with its un- 
bounded resources, is suffering grievously not only in 
its foreign markets, but in all of its domestic trade. 
* * * The moral argument is equally complete and 
some other method besides war must be found to ad- 
just and settle international disputes. * * * 
Public opinion in the United States will decide the 
question, because we are the great creditor nation 
and hold the whip hand.” 

The symposium of opinion from leading English 
statesmen and publicists is unequivocally for reduced 
arms and peaceful methods as essential to the safety 
of civilization. 

Representative men of all the nations are in ac- 
cord as to the necessity of disarmament and the 
adoption of the processes of reason and law for the 
settlement of international questions.

(From the “Still-at-Home.”) 


We think the criticism just a bit finicky that 
finds fault with the scenic setting and cairy- 
like operating conditions of the typical cum- 
mercial still “turned up” in a big city or on an 
cutlying farm. It seems to be overlooked that, 
white art is long, unlicensed stills are just 
naturally not.

A 
little sweetened water and somebody's flavor— 
and there you have a drink with a melliferous 
name. 

The only merit of a good deal of this stuff 
is that it is harmless, if avoided. There are. 
of course, many excellent products in the list 
of the more widely known beverages, and there 
can be, conceivably, many additional ones of 
like good quality produced; but taking them 
us a whole, they are probably a greater 
menace to the human stomach than even the 
homemade alcoholic liquors—ae much greater 
one.

OLD ALPHABET IS DISCOVERED 
IN RUINS OF ANCIENT THEBES 


Tradition Holds That Cadmus First 
Brought Art of Letters to the 
City. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 


ATHENS, , Oct. :18.—Dr. Keramo- 
poulos, one of the Greek inspectors 
of antiquities, has made some dis- 
coveries in the ruins of the palace 
at Thebes. According to legend, this 
palace was founded by Cadmus, who 
is said to have first brought the ai- 
phabet to Greece, 

In previdus campaigns, the re- 
mains of the fresco decoration of 
the earlier palace, 1600 to 1400 B. 
C. were brought to light. This con- 
sisted largely of a frieze of elaborate- 
ly dressed and coiffured women car- 
rying flowers, painted jugs, or ivory 
boxes. 

This year.the excavator has found 
some of the store rooms of the later 
palace, 1400 to 1100 B.C. From 
these there have been extracted a 
hundred or more big jars. They 
are unfortunately broken tpt they 
can be put together aagin. 

A considerable number of these 
jars have painted on them inscrip- 
tions in the still undecipherable My- 
cenean alphabet. The letters or 
rather signs are of a hieroglyphic 
character and are eerived but dif- 
fer from the well-known and equal- 
ly undecipherabie Cretan prehistoric 
alphabet. Scientists believe it pos- 
sible that the difference of alpha- 
bet means a difference of language. 
However, much professors may 
dispute about the meaning and char- 
acter of these alphabets, Athens 
archaeological circles attach special 
interest to the fact that ancient tra- 
dition has once more been proved 
right by the discovery of what 
might be called Cadmean letters in 
the ruins of Cadmus’ city.

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Tonight's mass meeting. in the 
Coliseum. in the interest of limita- 
tion of armament, is in one sense the 


sequel of the civic gathering held fn 
the same place the night of April 5, 
1917. a few hours befote Congress 
declared a state of war with Ger- 
many. : 

The purpose of that meeting was 
to back up Congress in its deciara- 
tion, which was then seen to be in- 


evitable, and to enlist wholehearted 
support for the Gevernment in the 
war, a prime object of which, in me

Recruiting Ends Today.
